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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's arguments, see page 20, second paragraph, filed 6/30/06, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-5, 22, 24-26 under 102(b) have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of 
rejection is made in view of Prasad et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,325,839). 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 22, 24-25, 148, 150, 151 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Prasad et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,325,839). Prasad disclose a composition comprising metal 
powder in combination with a binder wherein the binder can be anthracene and the binder is present in 
the composition in an amount upto 25%, col. 2, lines 19-21 and col. 3, lines 1-2. The metal powder and 
binder can be combined in a mold, col. 2, lines 27-29. Prasad does not teach combination of binders 
therefore the composition of Prasad anticipates the claimed composition with the added limitation "no 
additional binders in an amount totaling greater than 10 vol.%". 

4. claims 6, 8, 9, 10, 26, 27, 29-35, 37, 38-39, 43-53 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. claims 41 and 42 are allowable.
